Eastland Sees Plot in Police Killing 


JAOKSON, Miss. (AP) - 
Sen. James 0. Eastland, D- 
Miss., said on Monday that 
-the New Odleans sniper inci- 
dent which began Sunday and 
resulted' in the deaths of sev- 
en persons was “ample evi- 
dence that a nationwide, con- 
spiracy exists to kill police- 
men.” 

He was expected to intro- 
duce a bill making it a feder- 
al crime to assault law-en- 
forcement officers and fire- 
men. 

“This bill would place the 
full force of the federal gov- 
ernment into this war against 
policemen. The evidence is 
unmistakable that this is a 
war on policemen. We face a 
crisis in law enforcement un- 
less we act immediately,” 


Eastland said in a statement 
released' here Monday. 

Eastland said he possibly 
could introduce one or two 
other bills providing financial 
support for wounded or killed 
public servants and their fam- 
ilies. 

The other bills, Eastland 
said, would call for a federal 
payment of $50,000 to the fam- 
ilies of law-enforcement offi-

“These men are putting ^ 
their lives on the line day aft- 
er day.
